Congress has finally decreed that a 


battleship for the United States navy 
shall be 'built at a government yard. 
That government yard where it ought 
to be done is located right across the 
river from this city. 


• "Build- that warship here!" This 
is the slogan which all tlie friends of 
the Portsmouth naval station should 
now raise in earnest. And it should 
be backed by ,the united influence of 
Senators Gallinger and Hale and the 
entire" 5Taine and New Hampshire con- 
gressional delegations in a. body. 


The first of those noble ships of the 


line which wrought such terrible hav- 
oc with the fleets of the enemy in the 
old Colonial days—which struck such 
terror to hostile frigates and corvettes 
in foreign seas—the first of those float- 
irg bulwarks, with hulls of wood, in 
truth, but carrying men ot steel—was 
built and launched here. And it is no 
more than just that the important ex- 
periment soon to 'be made with rela- 
tion to our superb modern navy should 
also be carried out at the government 
yard on the other side of The Piscata- 
qua. 


A fair and impartial test is possible 


here. Portsmouth is far removed from 
the pulls and hauls of political rival- 
ry. The construction of a man of war 


j at this' northern seaport would not be 
handicapped by lobbying or wire-pull- 
ing—it -would be done on merit alone. 


The natural advantages are all ours, 


besides. Where is there another 
sea- 


port on the whole Atlantic coast that 
can wet a load in sixty feet of water 
right off a navy yari? 


Where is there another seaport, on 


any coast, that can muster more cap- 
able mechanics, more master work- 
men, better fitted by schooling and ex- 
perience for the task ot constructing 
a monster battleship? 


We have tne water—we have the 


workmen—it will not be so very long 
before we shall have as fine a 
dry 


dock as can be found in the world. 


The worlinien are all eagerly await- 


ing a chance to show what they can 
do. Only a comparatively small sum 
is required to put this yard into con- 
dition to construct a 
battleship—to 


make its equipment complete. 


Rear Admiral Francis T. Bowles, U. 


S. N., chief constructor of the navy, 
said in his report to congress; that 
the Portsmouth and New York navy 
yards were ready to build war ships, 
and that only $175.000 was required 
to completely equip each;—Norfolk 
and Marc island next, ($225,000 to 
equip them,) while Boston could not 
undertake the work. 


Do the citizens of Portsmouth real- 


ize what a change has taken place at 
this navy y;ird within a 
period 
of 


three years? It was not long ago that 
tho then assistant secretary of the 
navy. Theodore- Roosevelt, ordered tho 
Newport sent from the navy yard to 
Boston, because (he said) "she could 
nol he repaired here."

King Edward Listens To Cheers Of 


Colonial Troops Marching Past. 


London, 
July 
2.—King 
Edward 


passed another good day. The quiet 
and routine of the royal sick room 
was vaiied by the excitement, music 
and cheers of the Indian troops as they 
marched past and greeted Queen Al- 
exandra on the balcony. The king de- 
manded a full account of the review, 
and the formal report of, the Prince 
of Wale.s, was supplemented by the 
personal narrative ot the queen 
The 


king dictated a letter to the Duke of 
Connaught, commanding his to com- 
pliment the Colonial troops on their 
exrellent appearance and to express 
his majesty's thanks for their expres- 
sions of loyalty. 


King Edward was disappointed at 


not being able to sec the troops march 
past, but his doctors were unwilling 
that he should risk the exposure.

It is thought that ur.'ess her imag- 


ination be curbed she might claim or 
confess to the murder of half the in- 
habitants of the state. 


Since her incarceration in the hosi- 


tal for the insane here. Miss Toppac 
has delighted her attendants and aston- 
ished her fellow-patients by allowing 
her fancy free rein. 


She was known as a rather skilful 


perverter of the truth in her old days, 
but oat here she 
seems 
to 
have 


eclipsed all her previous efforts. 


The less haimfnl of the patients 


are allowed certain liberties that are 
denied to others. 


They cluster about the open, but 


barred, windows, and when the weath- 
er is warm seek the roof of the veran- 
das. These, roo, bfing covered with 
thick bars give the appearance

cages.

These beauties she can see from the 


cell windows or the caged 
piazzas, 


but her foot will never again tread the 
new grnss. nor her hand bathe in the 
cool waters of the placid lake. 
She 


herself thinks that libeity will come 
to her in a few >ears, but the attend- 
ants know that she w i l l live out her 
life among the demented creatures that 
till the buildings, and whose animal- 
like howls night and day echo from 
the pine woods to the brick walls of 
the silver factory down by the river. 


Miss Toppan watches every move 


of her nurses and secniK to fear them 
Here among so many insane her mal- 
ady H(.-ems to have been accentuated, 
or, possibly, she remembers the death 
that came with her own ministrations 
when shf, too. was a nurse. 


When she thinks herself alone with 


other patients, she appears happy and 
unrestrained. To them sho spins the 
moMt mnrvi'lloiH yarns, hut when the 
hospital attendants arc near her face 
seltleM Into that hard, strained ex- 
pression which she wore throughout 
her brief trial. 


She Is permitted to rend at tho hos- 


pital, and her Inclinations are. as they 
seem always to have been, for light 
love stories. 


Dr. Itrnwn, the superintendent, says 


thai her health Is good nnd that she 
shows no symptoms of breaking down. 
This 
tho 
medical experts say will 


come on suddenly and without warn- 
ing.

Substitute For Hvbbvr. 


The so called "greasewood plant" of 


the Rocky mountains. It is said, hns 
been found to yield a good substitute 
for rubber. The young shoots of this 
plant contain a milky fluid and the older 
wood a resinous gum. In making the 
rubber, It appears, the former are 
bruised between rollers and the latter 
crushed, the whole mass being after 
ward placed In a mechanically agitated 
vessel and subjected to the action of 
carbon bisulphide, carbon disulphide, 
naphtha or other India rubber solvent 
When this has been continued for somu 
hours, heat being applied if necessary, 
the liquid is strained off. This is placed 
In a closed vessel and the volatile mat 
ter driven off by heat. That part which 
will not volutize is then washc-d with 
cither cold or hot water and subjected 
to repeated rollings. 


Zinc SaJta In Fruit.

Some interesting experiments for the

PRESERVATION OF DEAD. 


Proceu Which Seem* to 


Solve the Problem. 


An interesting demonstration \vas re- 


cently given at the examination hall of 
the Royal College of Surgecps ;in Lon- 
don of a wonderful machine invented 
by a Belgian doctor for preserving the 
'dead against the natural la\if of decay. 
His apparatus effects a subtle chemical 
change In the tissues of the dead body 
•which makes it impervious to decompo- 
sition. What the change ie-even scien- 
tists cannot exactly say. They know 
enough, however, to assert thu-t it de- 
layed almost indefinitely the dissolu- 
tion into dust and ashes. This is the 
latest as it will be the most useful de- 
-velopment in the ancient art o£ em- 
balming, sajs a writer in the London 
Telegraph. 


Its method Is more wonderful than 


any yet discovered, because no Impious 
hand need touch the dead. In the more 
material sense nothing Is done to the 
body by handiwork; it is simply sub- 
jected to air heavily charged with the 
pungent chemical known as formalin. 
This air penetrates the whole body and 
In the course of time makes the tissues 
insoluble and the stomach and other or- 
g.ins sterile. Thus decay is arrested 
without visceration.

Processor Charles Wilson, after ten 


years' figuring, has announced to the 
Itoyal society, though admitting some 
slight unavoidable errors, that the sun's 
temperature is 0,200 degrees centigrade 
(11,10:2 P.). Allowing 400 degrees centi- 
grade for absorption by the faun's at- 
mosphere of its own radiated heat, he 
nukes the temperature of its body 
0,000 degrees centigrade (11,912 F.). 


In a recent number of London Elec- 


trician is an abstract of the report of C. 
Nordmau oil his experiments at the. 
Mont Blanc observatory for the pur- 
pose of finding out whether the sun 
emits electro magnetic rays or, rather, 
whether such rays are capable of pene- 
trating lo tho surface of tho earth. Of 
course it is reasonable to suppose that 
electro magnetic wa^es of the Hertzian 
kind are actually sent out, but it is 
very doubtful whether they can reach 
any obser\atory on the earth. 


In order to obtain the best conditions 


it is necessary to choose the highest 
possible elevation, so as to escape the 
absorbing action of the atmosphere and 
of aqueous vapor. The author there 
fore conducted the experiments at the 
station of Grauds-Mulets at an alti 
tude of 3,100 meters. A sppjiiof bacl 
weather prevented him from conduct 
ing the experiments at the top of Moul 
Blanc itself.

The receiver used consisted «f a gal 


vanometer circuit with coherer and an 
antenna 175 meters long stretched ovei 
the Bosons glacier In such a position 
that at midday the sun's rays C^l upon 
It vertically. This had the double ad- 
vantage of protecting tbe wire frOLi 
the electric waves emitted by the Cha- 
mounix railway and from the-Jnterfer- 
cnce of waves which would ha.ve been 
reflected by the ground if the soil had 
been a conducting instead of a noncon- 
ducting glacier. 


The results of the experiments, mada 


under a cloudless sky, were entirely 
negative. 
The sun, therefore, «Ithci 


docs not send out waves of this order 
or they are completely absorbed by 
the sun's atmosphere or by the upper 
strata of the earth's atmosphere. Such 
an absorption Is exceedingly probable, 
as It is -well known that Hertzian 
waves are largely, absorbed b£ narefled 
cases.

"The Effects of Politics on the Labor

John l-\ Gardner, chairman of the I 


labor committee of the national house j 
of representatives, contributes an ar- j 
tide to the Chicago Tribune, .on the 
subject of labor legislation from which J 
the following is taken:

The United States is not so advanced j 


In labor legislation as foreign coun-j 
tries, notwithstanding the general idea , 
in this country that we are far ahead i 
In all that pertains to the condition of | 
our workers. That we have not made 
greater progress in this respect is due 
In part to the fact that the United 
States is a young nation, and society 
has not demanded or required as much 
regulation as in the old countries. Fur- 
thermore, It is partly due to the fact 
that the powers of the general govern- 
ment are limited and still further to 
the fact that even the states have tied 
up their power to make laws, going as 
far as foreign legislation by the adop- 
tion of state constitutions limiting the 
exercise of their own sovereign powers. 
These three causes have contributed to 
bold back progressive legislation in be- 
half of our workers not only in the 
states, but also in the federal govern- 
ment, and as a result, the labor laws 
of Germany. GreatBrita'ln and other-Eu- 
ropean countries show a considerably 
greater degree of fostering_ (;arc for the 
workmgmen than those of the United 
States. Germany, for instance, goes to 
the extent of establishing a system .of 
old age pensions for civilian jemp.\oy.eps, 
.and the British .employers^'liability act 
goes much further than, like legislation 
In the United States.

An eight hour day 
for letter carriers was tacked:on"to an 
appropriation bill. There has been leg- 
islation of the same kind for govern- 
ment clerks, almost always, on1-"appro- 
priation bills. But the effect In this 


case has been instead of shorten- 


ing the day to keep it up to something 
like a standard. A government clerk 
now works only sis and a half hours. 


The present eight hour Ijill- 'before' 


Cjipgress, which has been so 'muclrtlls'-' 
cussed, grows out of the effort to find 
a constitutional way of doing what the 
Tarsney bill attempted to do and what 
Atfas believed by the laboring men of 
the country was done. When a propo- 
sition was made to eliminate ^he" nar- 
rowing words of the Tarsney :abt' "oh' 
any of the public works of the United 
States," the point was raised that leg- 
islatioii would be unconstitutional in 
that form, and the point was doubtless 
sound. So I concerred that the govern- 
ment, being a sovereign in making'Its 
own contracts, could Impose any condi- 
tions that the contractor would accept, 
and that by providing for an eight hour 
day In the contract itself the con- 
stitutional question of jurisdiction was 
eliminated. The lawyers representing 
the opposition to this movement-then 
disputed this, but now, four years 
later, they generally concede the cor- 
rectness of the view. So tha,t'jif the 
pending eight hour bill becomes' a law 
It accomplishes just what previous leg- 
islation sought to accomplish, bnt fail- 
ed to do owing to the inability to sur- 
mount the constitutional barrier; 


Outside of the eight hour la\v the 


United States government has accom- 
plished little in the way of direct iegjs? 
latldn In behalf of labor except b£\tne 
general rule of paying better wages" to 
government employees than are ,paid 
to private employees. This has prbved 
effective as an example merely and has 
doubtless had a tendency to Increase 
the wage scale generally. 


= i The difficulty in the way of accom- 
plishing much lies in the limited Juris- 
diction of the general government. For 
Instance, congress has no power to 
•pass an employers' liability act that 
would take effect In the states. It hns 
no direct power to regulate the condi- 
tion of labor In the states- except as to 
contracts of the government A way 
through these difficulties will open 
wider and wider as congress more and 
more exercises Jurisdiction over mat- 
ters of Interstate commerce. 


The disposition of the national legis- 


lature to trespass more and more on 
what has heretofore been regarded as 
the exclusive domain of state power 
le apparent, and emergencies will Im- 
pel the national courts more and more 
to uphold this invasion of state power. 
This tendency is not free from danger 
because the more general legislation 
the;morc restlessness there is liable to 
be In regard to the general govern- 
ment, and congress up to this time hag 
bodn more radical than the states in 
the subjects legislated upon, and na- 
tional officials nre moro tyrannical tunn 
locifl authorities In the enforcement of 
the law. In time tbe technical and ju- 
rlsdlctlonnl barriers to strong federal 
legislation In behalf of labor are likely 
to Rive way, and by a broad construc- 
tion of the Interstate commerce clause 
of tho constitution labor will receive 
no lens fostering care than the traffic 
which moves acrom Interstate Uaea,

In other words, what 
is the family name of his august 
house? Not a very easy question to 
answer, considering that his majes- 
ty's 
forbears were sovereigns 
cen- 


turies .before surnames, as we now 
understand thc ., were used at all. 
However, here is our answer to the 
conundrum. 


Dynastically. King Edward belongs 


to the Hanoverian line, or, to speak 
more exactly, to the lin" of Brunswick- 
Lunebourg, a branci 
of which be- 


came the royal line oV England when 
George I., son of 
Princess 
Sophia 


(granddaughter of James 1.) and of 
Ernesc Augustus, elector of Hanover, 
ascended the English throne in 1714. 
The family name of the elector was 
Guelph, and Guelph. therefore, 
has 


been the surname of all the monarchs 
of England, from George I. to Victoria, 
inclusive. 


Queen Victoria married, as we all 


know, her cousin, Albert, Duke of. 
Saxony and Prince of Saxe-Coburg- 
Gotha, of the senior (though not now 
the kingly) branch of the house of 
Saxony. 
The family' name by which 


this house, which dates from the mid- 
dle of tho tenth century, came after- 
ward to be known was Wettin; and this 
was, 
and is. the surname of both 


branches—the Ernestine and Albertine 
branches—of the bouse of 
Saxony 


ever since. Our present gracious sov- 
ereign, therefore, though maternally 
a Gueiph, is paternally a Wettin; and 
were he to become an American citi 
/.en he would, presumably, be known 
as Albert E. Wettin.—Modern Socie- 
ty.

"Cases of child labor golcg on In tte 


tenement house district are constantly 
coming under the observation of set- 
tlement workers. Here is a recent case: 
Two Hitlfc girls, nine and eleven years 
of age, frail, stunted, ragged little crea- 
tures, were found to be breadwinners.. 
They spent the morning In school a ad 
at noon climbed three nights of stairs 
to a dark back room, where a luncheon 
of bread and weak coffee awaited them 
prepared by their mother, a 'pants' 
inisber, who by rarely dropping her 
needle during her waking hours makes 
on an average 35 cents a day. 
After 


swallowing their food they would hur- 
ry away to a basement shop, dingy aud 
uiiventilated, where they made paper 
bags till 11 o'clock at night, pasting 
hour after hour without intermission. 
At that hour of the night they weut 
liome to another meal of bread and 
coffee, which, poor ns it was, they of- 
ten could not eat from sheer weariness, 
falling asleep with the crusts but half 
gnawed. 


These two children made each from 


75 cents to $1.25 a week. For such u 
plteously small sum they were, to use 
the words of the person who investi- 
gated the case, 'being worked almost to 
death.' 
But this Is a common fate 


among the tenement house dwellers. 
They have ta work to the very edge of 
death in order to keep this side of it."— 
New York Tribune.

THE CAMPAIGNS OF 1896 AND 1900 


"My dear sir." say the Cleveland 


democrats to Mr. Bryan, "the country 
has twice considered your programme, 
and has twice rejected it. Why press 
it further?" Now. why isn't this true 
also ol the Cleveland programme? 


By the Bryan programme is meant 


free silver. That has twice been re- 
jected by the country, and It seems 
useless to press it further. But free 
silver, although the most prominent, 
was not the sole issue of the country 
rejected either in 1896 or in 1900. A 
tariff for revenue only, or free trade, or 
what you will, received a blow on both 
of those occasions. Mr. McKinley in 
189C promised a return to protection 
duties pure and simple and predicted a 
return of prosperity as the resrult. The 
country accepted his appraisement of 
the situation, elected him president, 
and the boom he predicted material- 
ized. In 1900 the tide of prosperity wai 
Btill running.- and the country again 
voted for protection. As a matter of 
fact, therefore, Bryanism, in the shape 
of silver, and Clfvelandism, in the 
shape of the tariff, both went down in 
1896 and in 1900, 


The extent to which the tariff Is now 


an 'issue grows out of thf extraordin- 
ary success of the policy of protection. 
All that, if not more Uan, Mr. McKin- 
ley promised, has come to pass. Pro- 
tection has built up American Indus- 
tries to that point where they must 
look beyond the home market for their 
profits. They irnnst reach out and con- 
quer new worlds of trade. But in doinp 
this they must still preserve their su- 
premacy at home. The problem must 
be solved by those who believe in pro- 
tection, for the very reason that it ha* 
been produced by thf highly suoceRh- 
ful operation of the policy of protect- 
ion. Our embarrasemetit of mhos, it. 
is safe- to Bay. would not now confront 
ns had our tariff policy during the pasl 
five years been H ha pod by those who 
agree with Mr. Cleveland on that sub- 
jet

MOODY AS A REFORMER. 


IT HAD TO BE DONE. 


To Classify Navy Clerks .on a Merit 


Basis. 


Yv'ashington. " July 
1.—Secretary 


Moody has issued 
a circular of in- 


struction designed to correct abuses in 
the clerical branch of: thenavy. This 
instruction 
contemplates 
immediate 


action which will largely increase the 
efficiency of the clerks without entail- 
ing aditional expense on the govern- 
ment. 


The order, which is 
addressed to 


chiefs of bureaus and officers, com- 
mandants of navy yards and naval sta- 
tions, officers in charge of pay offices, 
etc., 
directs that "specific and careful 


consideration be given to the work 
performed in each office, for the pur- 
pose of determining whether 
or not 


employes receiving the higher rates of 
pay are performing duties commensur- 
ate v,ith their pay. In 
each 
case 


where the demonstrated actual effi- 
ciency sho\vs that a high grade clerk 
is not considered capable of perform- 
ing work that would entitle him to his1 
present salary, and that the demon- 
strated actual efficiency by a lower 
paid clerk shows that the latter 
is 


capable of performing work 
which 


would entitle him to a higher rate of 
pay, the former should be recommend- 
ed for reduction and the latter for pro- 
motion." 


T\vo thousand people will be affect- 


ed by the secretary's reform. It is 
said that Mr. Moody is acting upon his 
own initiative. He was a member o£ 
the congress which enacted the law 
bearing on the subject, and it is his 
purpose to see that it is properly ycar-

ministers, a brigade of 1,600, anxious 
to be useful in the- profession they 
have chosen? 
To them civilization 


says: We have nothing for you to do» 
If ycu don't like the condition* wa 
place you la. bang yourselves. 


Now comes the army to which clvlll* 


zatiou is for the present willing to glva 
something of a job, and they have to 
work at starvation wages becausa 
th;:!r average congregations of forty* 
six sire themselves as poor as rats. If 


were not, an. annual average ofi 


l'ro:u each member would give tha 


minister something like $1,500, tha 
minimum raultury needs for the aver- 
age family, and enough would be left 
for the other expenses of a small 
church building.

workers with starvation earnings.
